The Other Fellow: cS) Viewpoint » 


In this yéar of Canada’s Diamond Jubilee, when the thoughts of its people 
are being turned backward sivty years and they contemplate the truly 
marvellous change that has taken place, one great lesson, and the outstand- 
ing achievement of Confederation, stands out pre-eminently. A review of 
the years clearly demonstrates that Canada’s material growth and develop- 
ment have been made possible because, to an ever increasing extent as 
the years have passed, the people of the Deminion having cultivated a spirit 
of good-will toward each. other. ' 

Confederation. had many obstacles to remoye, many difficulties to over- 
come, physical, geographical, financial, but the one problemr that had to be 
solved, and failing which all others’ could not be surmounted, was’ ta 
achieve a union of the two races, French and English speaking, to create 
a feeling of respect and toleration for each other on the part. of Roman 
Catholic and Protestant. To a large extent this has been accomplished, and 
to it Canada today owes its strength and prosperity. 

The citizenship of Canada can render no more fitting or valuable service 
to their country, can make no greater Jubilee contribution to its welfare and 
progress, than to further develop this spirit of tolerance and good-will. 
Only by so doing can’ peace be maintained and strife eliminated from our 
. Midst; only so can effective co-operation be maintained; fn the maintenance 

and development of such relations alone can be found the essentials of 
a true national spirit. 

Studying conditions in other countries, one is happy to note in Canada 
today an absence of those suspicions, bitter feelings, and lack of appreciation 
of the opinions of others, which appear rather general in other lands. This 
is not to say there is an, entire absence of such-animosities in Canada. They 
do prevail to some extent, but the better, nobler, loftier aims of mankind 
are uppermost. 

For example, if the Russtan people desire a conmunist form of govern. 
ment, that is their own business and Canada and Britain have no desire to 
interfere. But Russia should display the same attitude towards other 
countries, and not try to subvert the citizens of friendly _ countries from. 
loyalty to their réspective governments, The disclosures that Russia is 
using the diplomatic immunity ~ac corded her. representatives by | other 
countries in.an endeavor to overthrow their forms of government is revolt- 
ing to every sense of decency and fairplay. 

While deploring some of the methods-adopted to promote national uw 
in China, one cannot but sympathize with the aspirations of the Chinese} 
people. Foreign rights must be, respected in, China‘as in other countriés, 
but there should be no Interference in: China’s right to itself determine its 
national life and forms of government. ‘One can perhaps better appreciate 
and sympathize with the Chinese viewpoint if we could visualize Buddhist |) 
priests estgblishing missions throughout Western Canada and opening 
Sunday, schools to teach our children the tenets of the Buddhist religion. 
Would the Christian churches of Canada acquiesce in this? 

Or imagine,-whole sections of Vancouver, Victoria, ang other cities set 
aside ag Chinese or Japanese concessions wherein their laws governed and 
their trade was supreme, Would Canadians accept such a.state of affairs? 
Rather, do we not even object to individual Chinese and Japanese competing 
on even terms with our own people? 

Reference is. made to these rather strong cases, not to pass judgment in 
regard to them, but to point the moral of this article, viz., that what is 
needed in the world teday is more 8Y mpathy and less bitierness; more 
tolerance and less prejudice; more respect for and less suspi¢ion of each- 
other; more co-operation and less striving at cross purposes. 

And what the whole world needs is what Canada ought, in this Jubilee 
year, dedicate iiself to ‘achieve to ths fullest degree for our own people 
and Déminion. Respect for each other’s opinions and convictions, recogni-

RUSSIAN TRADE 


AGREEMENT IS T0 


BE ABROGATED) 


Ottawa.—The Government has de- 
cided to terminate . immediately the 
trade agreement with Russia, it was 
anounced following a lengthy ‘meet- 
ing of the cabinet council. 


* Premier King, In making the an 
nouncement, declared this action had 
been decideg upon‘*after a full dis- 
cussion of the situation created 
through the decision of .the British 
Government to sever its relations 
with. Soviet Russia. Evidence in the 
hands of the. Canadian Givernment 
made it clear, the Premier said, that 
certain sections of the agreement 
between Canada and Russia had 
been violated by the Russian Gov- 
ernment. Premier King pointed out 
that the agreement was. subject to 
termination unless.certain conditions 
were fulfilled. He specifically quoted 
a-provision agreed to refrain ‘‘from 
hostile — action or . undertakings 
against the. other and from conduct- 
ing outside of its own borders any 
official. propaganda direct. or indirect 
against the interests of the British 
Empire .or the Union of ‘Socialist 
Soviet Republics respectiv ely.” 

Premier Baldwin’s statément in 
the British House of Commons, and 
evidence. before Canadian ‘ Govern- 
ment, had made: ft clear, the Premier 
said, that this perpoment had been 
violated. 

Premier King stated emphatically 
that termination of trade agreements 
would’ not mean discontinuation of 
trade’ between Canada and Russia. 
It would mean that certain quas!- 
diplomatic privileges: enjoyed by the 
Russian trade commission would 
be terminated, but every effort would 
be continued to further trade between 
Canada and Russisa .in the same 
manner in which Canadian trade re- 
lations with other nations were con- 
ducted. ,

In this year of Canada’s Diamond Jubilee, when’ ‘the thoughts of its people 
are being turned backward sivty years and’ they contemplate the. truly 
marvellous change that has taken place, one great lesson, and the outstand- 
ing achievement-of Confederation, stands out pre-eminently. A review of 
the years’ clearly demonstrates that Canada’s material growth and develop- 
ment have been made possible because, to an ever increaging extent as 
the years have passed, the people of the Dominion having cultivated g spirit 
of good-will toward each other. 

Confederation had many obstacles to remo¥e, many difficulties to over- 
come, physical, geographical, financial, but the one problem that had to be 
solved, and failing which all others’ could not be surmounted, was ta 
achieve a union of the two races, French and English speaking, to create 
a feeling of respect and toleration for each other on the part of Roman 
Catholic and Protestant. To a large extent. this has been accomplished, and 
to it Canada today owes its strength and prosperity. 

The citizenship of Canada petrrender no more fitting or valuable service 
to their country, can make no greater Jubilee contribution to its welfare and 
progress, than to further develop thls spirit of tolerance and good-will. 
Only by so doing can peace be maintained and strife eliminated from our 
midst; only so can effective co-opération be maintained; ‘fy the maintenance 
and development of such ‘relations alone can be found the essentials of 
a true national spirit. 

Studying conditions in other countries, one is. happy to note in Canada 
today an absence of those suspicions, bitter feelings,.and-lack of appreciation 
of the opinions of others, which appear rather general in other lands. This 
is not to say there is an entire absence of such animosities in Canada, They 
do prevail to some extent, but the better, nobler, loftier aims of mankind 
are uppermost. : 

For example, if the Russian people desire a conynunist form of govern. 
ment, that is their own business and Canada and Britain have no desire to 
interfere. But Russia should display the same attitude towards other | 
countries, and not try to subvert the citizens of friendly countries from. 
loyalty to their respective governments. The disclosures that Russia is

While deploring some of the methods adopted to promote national feeling 
in China, one. cannot but sympathize with the aspirations of the Chinese 
people.

Rather, do we not even object to individual Chinese and Japanese competing 
ou even terms with our own people? 

‘Reference is made to these rather strong cases, not to pass judgment in‘ 
regard to them, but to point the moral of this article, viz., that, what is 
needed in the-werid-teday is more sympathy ‘and less bitterness; more 
tolerance and Tess prejudice; more respect for and less suspicion of each 
other; more co-operation and less striving at cross -purposes. , 

And what the whole world needs. is what Canada ought, in this Jubilee 
year, dedicate itself to achieve’ to the fullest degree for our own people 
and ‘Dominion. Respect. for each other's opinions and ‘convictions, recogni- 
tion of the other fellow’s good qualifies; a Willingnéss to nicet Others halt

RUSSIAN TRADE 
AGREEMENT IS TO

certain sections of the agreement 
between Canada and Russia had 
been violated by the Russian Gov- 
ernment. Premier King pointed out 
that the ‘agreement was. subject. to 
termihation,unless certain conditions 
were fulfilled. He specifically quoted 
a. provision agreed. to refrain “from 
hostile © action or undertakings 


against the other and from conduct- 


ing outside of its: own borders any 
official propaganda direct or indirect 
against the interests of the British 
Empire or the Union of Socialist 


Sov iet Republics respectively.” 


Premier Baldwin’s statement’ in 
the British. House of Commons, and 
evidence before Canadian Govern- 
ment, had made ft clear, the Premier 
said, that this perpoment had been 
violated. 

‘Premier King. stated ‘ais shaticaily 
that termination of trade agreements 
would not mean discontinuation of 
trade between Canada and- Russia. 
It would mean that certain quasi- 
diplomatic privileges’ enjoyed by the 
Russian, trade commission would 
be terminated, but every effort would 
be continued to further trade between 
Canada and Russisa’.in the same 
manner in which Canadian trade re- 
lations with other nations were con- 
ducted. ; : 

The Premier said evidence in the 
hands of the Canadian Government 
does not disclose any espionage or 
subversive’ propaganda so far as the 
Montreal office of the Russian trade 
gommission is concerned. |

One of the most alluring problems 
of archeology—the origin and history 
of the ancient Sumerians, a round- 
headed, non-Semitic people who are 
credited with constructing Kish, be- 
leved to be the first city built after 
the great flood—may be solved next 
year by members of the Field Mu- 
seum-Oxforg University joint exped!- 
tion into Mesopotamia, 

This has been predicted by D. C. 


| Davies, director of the Flelq Museum, 


in a’ statement telling of the expedl- 
tion’s achievements-in archaeological 
discoveries during the past five years. 

Twenty-five feet uncer a Sumerian 
temple, the party discovered the ruins 
_ construction, 
built of brick, as well as ancient 
sculptures and painted pottery. For 
five years the! expedition has labored 
under the burning Mesopotamian sun, 
in search of historical remains of the 
mighty kings of Kish, who guideg the 
destinies of the éarliest known elvill- 
zation. 

Next year, the excavators hope to 
make a thorough search beneath the 
temple to find authentic records of the 
Sumerians,

financial straits sold out for £35.

Cranna at 17 sailed. for..Australla 
in the 901 ton barque Scotia. 

At Durban the crew were arrested

They received compensation for 
false imprisonment from the Natal 


authorities. 

In 1861 they gdt to Australia and 
made for ‘the bush, where they were 
Tost for five days.

PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT 
WILL HELP TOWN HIGHWAYS 


Towns and villages along the main 
highways throughout Alberta. will 
have an opportunity to put those por- 
tions of the roads within.their bounds 
in good condition, if they will under- 
take to pay half the cost. The pro- 
vincial wovernment has decided on a 
fifty-fifty proposition that. contem- 
plates connecting up all the now un- 
completed gaps in the main highway 
system .lying inside urban limits. 

A total mileage of about 150 miles 
will be involved if all the towns and 
villages accept the government’s of- 
fer, and the aggregate cost will prob- 
ably run to $600,000 or more, of 
which the public treasury will assume 
one-half. In addition, the govern- 
ment will provide engineering super- 
vision. 

The Edmonton- Daléors road . and 
south to Lethbridge, the Crows’ Nest 
and east and west roads, including
